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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the Invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the molding (40) must 
be shown. The drawings show element (50) where (40) should be. In fact 40 and 50 
point to same element. Also, no recesses (42) are shown. It isnot clear what 42 is 
pointing to on amended drawing. The guiding ducts (28) are not shown. Only in Fig 2 
is element 28 shown but it looks like flow arrows, not a duct. Also, pad (60) and 
abrasive disk (80) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Only Fig 
1 shows 60 and 80 but on the peripheral edge which does not correspond to 
specification description or rest of drawings wherein 60 and 80 are mounted on 40 
which are in the center of the disk. The reference elements should be shown on 
perspective view of figures. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

2. Claims 1 ,3,8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , if the opening is oval how can it have 'longitudinal lateral' edges? The 
longitudinal center line appears to be more straight than 'an arc of a circle'. How does it 
extend 'with the shape of an arc'? what does 'extends in direction of a peripheral edge' 
mean? The peripheral edge is annular, does the opening extend along that arc? 'the 
middle' lacks antecedent basis, 'tapers' refers to what? The sides? The thickness? 
'the longitudinal later edge that turns closed the peripheral edge' does not make sense. 
How does the ground surface 'taper'? It is not clear where the guiding ducts 28 are in 
relation to cuts. ...'and between at least two cuts' is unclear since only at least one cut 
is claimed, (same for claim 9). Claim 8, what is a stiffening web? How is it on or in the 
plate. It is not shown both ways in the drawings. What is it stiffening? Where is it 
located in relation to openings? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 ,3,8-10 as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lee-6,299,522. 

Lee discloses a grinding disk (20) to be attached to a shaft of a grinding machine 
(col.4,llnes 35-38) comprising a plate having substantially oval openings (25) through 
which dust can be extracted and is capable of being suctioned out with a vacuum 
source, wherein the opening (25) extends from the center radially to the peripheral 
edge, the longitudinal line extends with the shape of an arc of a circle, the plate having 
a rasied edge (22) and a moulding (51) with a cushion (53) that supports an abrasive 
element (52), the disk further having a stiffening web (27) between adjacent openings. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 -8-07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Amended claim 1 has numerous 112 problems so extensive the claimed 
limitations are not understood. Therefore, as best understood, Lee reads on claims 1 
and 3.
